_ ‘Fhe necessary preliminaries and general 
… beads of a treaty having been agreed upon 
with the new Suitan, and signed by both 
parties, the 14th of May was fixed tor his 
mauguratton, On tbat morning, about 
half pastnine,the Pangeran Adipati lanc- 
‚ved at the stairs in front of the palace. - He 
was there received by Capt. Meares and 
conducied to the gate of the inner court, 
vihere Col. Gillespie met and led him to 
_thè public hall, wherea throne was erected 
under a canopy of yellow silk. ° The Co- 
lonel conducted bim to: a couch covered 
with cramsou velvet, on the left of the 
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throne, and they both seated themselves on 
tte couch. The troops were drawu up so 
as to form a street from the landing place 
and a square which encompassed the pub- 
lie ball. A great concourse of natives, 
among whom were several of the chief 
Ì Angerans, attended the Sultan elect, 
Phose being seated on the ground, and the 
European gentlemen standing on the left 
side of the coach, the following proclama- 
ton was read in the Malay language : 

6 Wrereas the late Sultèn Rútu Mah- 
mid Badr-ud-dér has forfeited his richt 
to the sovereignty of Peiembang by va- 
rious acts of rapine, treachery and bar- 
barity, especially by (ke murder of the 
members ef the late Dutch factory, the 
plunder of their goodsand demoution of 
their fort, contracy to the laws of nations 
and his existing engageimncnts with the 
Dutch, to whoss rights the English 
Company have succeeded in virtue of 
te cesston of Java and its dependen- 
cies, and moreover has abdicated the 
throze by his shamefulftieht. Tur Come 
MANDER OF Tur Brittsn Forces, in 
virtue of powers vested in bim by the 
Government of Jave, hereby declares the 
said Mahmùd- Badr=ud-din, to be. dee 
posed from the throze of this kingdom. 
And the Commander of the Forces, in 
censideretion of the virtues of Pare. 
RAN ÁDIPATI, and of the love, esteem, 
and veneration with which ke is regard- 
ed by the native inhabitants of this 
country, aswellus the Arab and Chie 
nese cotonists, has, in pureuance of his 
instructions, gelected tbe said Pangeran 
‘Adipati, to Alrthe vacent throne of this 
kingdom, subject to the confirmation of 
the Governmentof Java, and the supreme 
Government of Zndia. ‘The said Pane 
geran is accordingly hereby declared! 
true aad lestut Saitan of Palembang 
aud is de perdencies, under the stile aad 
Útlrof Suuran Raru Annen Nave 
UD-DIN, and all the inhabitasts of ths 
kingdom, are enjoined to yieid him obze 
dienee accordiugiy.” 

Coroner Givurspte then led Panze- 
ran Adipat?, and seated him on the (ron, 
which was raised (ree steps above the ice 
velef the hall, When he had taken his 
scat, a royat salute was fired from the gar- 
rison and the shipping, and the cotours of 
the Sultan were displayed from the walls 
oi the palace, instead oi che British which 
had been hoisted during the interregnum. 
At the same time the Eûropean Ctficers 
passed in front ef the throne, and having 
saluted the Sultan, wo roberaed the come 
plimsent by taking eff bis cep‚ took their 
statious on the opposite side. The natives 
then came, im their order of precedency, 
up ta the throne, and some kissed the 
hands, others the krees or feet cf the Sul 
tan, After this ceremery, the natives a= 
gain seated tliemseives upon the ground, 
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aud silence being preclaimed, the Com- 


mánder of tre Forces, Ly the crouth of an 
interpreter, addressed the Sultan in the 
following speechs— _

_ This ceremony was certainly very strike 
ing and impressive, and appeared to pro- 
duce a powerful effect on the feelings, both 
of Üie Prince, who was most immediately 
the object of it, and of many among the 
European part of the audience. 

After the Colenel’s speech was conclud- 
ed, the Sultan descended from the throne, 
aud Gelonel Gillespie, taking his hand, 
conducted him to the stairs, where his boat 
was ready to receive him. He wasattend- 
ed thus far by all the Britislr Officers, and a 
great number of natives. After the boat 
pushed off, a royal salute was fired by each 
of the ships in tbe river. 

On the 16th, Colonel Gillespie, with a 
farge party of Oicers supped by invitation 
with the Sultan, and on the 17th, the troops 
having embarked, the Sultan took posscs- 
sion of the palace. Ô 
_ The city of Palembang is situated on the 
Teft hank of a derge river, whick rises in the 
district of Mitsí, within two or three day’s 
journey of Bercoolen, and running to the 
morthward receives many 
streams, till it disembogues itself into the 
straits of Banca. Îts name, according to the 
Dutch writers, is Tutang, but it is known 
to ravigators merely us the riverof Pa- 
lerbang, and this name was generally us- 
ed by the inhabitants themselves. Its 
month, according to observations taken on 
board the Cornelia, lies in lat, 2° 18'S, 
and loag. i05° 8’ E. There is a bar on 
which the depth is only 23 fathoms at low 
water, butafter passing that, althoug> ves 
gels uiacquainted with the channel, are apt 
to get aground, it is reckoned to have waÉ« 
ter suficient to carry up a frigate as far as 
thetown. TPhe river is of very consideras 
ble breadth, iis banks low and woody, very 
much resembling the Sunderbuns at the 
muuch of the Ganges. 

The tuwn is, by estimation, about 60 
woiles fram the sca, lis latitude being 
go 58? 51° suth, and longitude 1049 54” 
E. Tie Dutch factory wason tue right 
Bank, which is higher tkan the left, and 
where there are consequently more exten- 
give tracís of dry ground. lmmediately 
betow the factory is a small branch of the 
river, called Súngi dwar, which gives 
rame to the aljoining canton, inhabited 
chiefiy by Chinese. There are however 
some Malays also in this district, all ic 
inhabitants of which appear to have been 
under the authority and protection of the 
Dutch factory. The Chinese Company is 
on the side of the rivulet oppasite to the 
factory, and is divided into two parts, the 
old and new campong. The inhabitants 
of botti amount to about 700, and these 
are the principal merchants and axtisans in 
this place. 

On the left bank of the river, a little 
way below the place, is a canton inhabited 
by a colony of about 300 Arabs, among 
whom also are some merchanís of emt- 
mence. The remaining inhabitants of Pa- 
Yembang are Malays, and are estimated at 
between 20 and 50,000. The city is intere 
sected by several little branches of the 
xiver, which form a number of islands, said 
to be between 20 and 30, whence the place 
bas been called the city of twenty islands. 
T'he course of the river here is from S. W. 
to N. E. nearly. One of these islands con= 
tains the palaccs of the Sultan, and of his 
son Pangeran Rátu and the house cf 
Pangeran Adipati, the present Sultan. In 
front of the palaces of the Sultan and Paz- 

eran Rátu is an extensive rampart or 
Battery, “with one face looking down the 
xiver and the other, which is by far the 


subsidiary 


raost extensive, as covering (he front of 
both palaces, looking directly across. It 
is a rampart of mud, about twenty feet 
thick, faced within and without with bame 
boos, and pierced with embrasures close 
above, like the ports of a ship, but, the 
outer part of the embrasure being the nar- 
rowest, there is little room to alter the di- 
rection of the guns, even if they had been 
mounted on proper carriages, which was 
the case with very few. The number and 
calibres of iron and brass guns, found on 
these works has been aiready published. 
The brass erdnance are chieffy Dutch, but 
some appear, by incriptions on them, to 
have been cast at Palembang. Â very 
large one, which has been brought to Ba- 
tavia, on the Samdanee, has the following 
in Arabic, 

< Made by Sultán Rútu Ahmed Najm- 
6 ud-din in the city of Palembang, the 
& abode of safety, in the year 1183.” 

This date corresponds to A.D. 1769, 

The palaces of the Suitan and Pangeran 
Rátu are syuare areas surrounded with 
very high brick walls and each containing 
several detached buildings of the pavilion 
form, with portions of ground planted 
with fruit trees and ornamental shrubs, 

Between the Sultan’s palace and (hat ef 
Pangerang Rá:u isa road which leads to 
the principal mosque,a pretiy large build 
ing, nearly square, and covered wath a 
pavilion roof of tiles. Adjoining to it is 
a high octagonal tower, trom which the 
Alvezzin calis the peopie to prayers. 
From the top of (isis you have a bird’s eye 
view of the town with part of the river. 

The houses of the comraon péople are 
made of bamboos and mats and thatched, 
They stand on platforms of bamboo, and 
some of them ere raised on stakes of the 
game. Others are constructed on rafis of 
wood or bamkco, and foat on the river, 
rising and falling with the tide, and being 
fastezed to the shore with ropes of rattan. 
These are often constructed up the coun- 
try, where the materials are cheap, and 
then floated down with the strcam. 

The productions of this country which 
form artictes of commerce gre pepper, 
raitans, gambir, cotton, damor, ivóry, 
cat's eyes, suiphur, salt, wax, rice, ben- 
zoin, indigo, tobacco, areca, buirsloes 
and gold, But the most considerable 
article was the tin of Banca. Most of 
the others are brought from a great diss 
tance up the country. The cultivation 
even of rice is carried on at some distance, 
and itis conducted in a migratry way. 
The person who intends to sow a rice 
field selects a spot over grown with large 
trees. There he cuts down and burns, 
He has no grass or underwood to contend 
with, the large forest trees suppressing all 
inferior vegetation. This ground proves 
very fertile, yielding, as 1t is said, an 
hundred fold, The plougù is unknown, 
and the ground is dug with the hoe. 
They never take more than two succes- 
sive crops from the same spot, but look 
out for a fresh piece of forest ground to be 
cleared in the same manner, and do not 
return to the forest till it is covered with 
large trees as before. 

Ábout twò miles above Palembang the 
river divides into two large branches. 
The left kand one leads to a country seat 
of the Sultan, consisting of several bun- 
galows and gardens, situated on a cluster 
of small isländs, called, in allusion to 
their multitude, Púlo Saríbu, or the 
tliousand islands.

T'his last hed reigned about eight years, 
when fe was expelled by the British ar- 
mament. 

T'he late Sultan is said to be between 46 
and 47 years of age. His brother, the pre- 
sent Sultan, is two years younger, and there 
are two more full brothers, Pangeran dre 
goand Pangeran Sùrgo. The sons of the 
Tate Sultan are many, but the three eldest 
by the queen are, Ist. Pangeran Rátu,aged 
21 years, whose cruel and libidinous con- 
duct occasioned the ruin of his father and 
his family. 2. Pangerang Nádi, aged 
17, respecting whose character accoun!s 
were various and contradictory, and 3. 
Pangeran Prábhu, aged 10, who is said, 
as far as could be judged at these tender 
years to be of a good and beneficient dispo- 
sition. 

The possession of the islands of Banca 
and Billiton, ceded to the British Govern» 
ment by the new Sultan, is of great impor- 
tance. ‘The first produces tin, an article of 
primary consequence in the commerce with 
China, in greater quantity than any other 
place 5 and from the second is procured 
almost all the steel used by the Malays, in 
making their arms and tools of various 
kinds. But a &till greater advantage is the 
security thereby aftorded to trading vessels 
against pirates, who used to assemble at 
those islands, under the protection of the 
Sultan ot Palembang, who doubtiess par 
took of Weir plunsier. 

The fort row buikling at Banca, is situs 
ated on a rising ground pear the small 
town of Minto. The beach is sandy, and 
a fine rivulet of ciear and sweet water runs 
between the fort aad the town. We are 
sorry tv state that the troops on this sta- 
tion have been sickly, from being necessae 
rily exposed on the works to a powerful 
sun, and from want of accommolatioin. 
But the spot being elevated, and the soil 
dry, there is every prospect, that when the 
peeple are comfortabiy lodged, and the 
wood cleared From behind, the situation will 
be healthy. 

T'he detailed account contaïned in our 
preceeding columns of the galiant achieve- 
ment performed by the small force em- 
ployed against Jógyacarta, will be read , 
by every Briton with pride and exultation. 
These two instances of power and heroic 
valour exerted in the cause of justice & hu- 
manity, cannot fail to make a powerful 
impression on all the eastern states, and 
convince them that while the rapacious 
and OERS have every thing to dread 

e vengeaace of a nation against 
whom all resistance is vain, the pcaceable 
and industrious may rest secure under its 
protection, and the injured will never sue 
to itin vain for redress. We are happy 
to hear that the exertions of the gallant 
troops employed on the last of these enters 

rizes will be rewarded with the richest 

ooty which has been shared of late years. 
The’ property captured at Jógyacarta 
amounts in silver coin to eight lacs of 
Spanish dollars, and the gold and jewels 
are valued at from eight to twelve lacs 
more, making in all 4 or 500,000 pounds.
